On tho Best Motfe of Raising Carroty and 
their Value for Stoofc 

The varieties of carrots mist commonly 
raised are the long orange, white Belgian, aod 
tbe improved Allringbam. I believe that the 
long orange carrot is geocrally preferred as a 
field crop, although the white Belgian will 
xonieiimea produce larger crops. Like all other 
plants design*) for field culture, the Carrol has 
been wonderfully improved in its nature and 
the abundance of ils produce. Such is the 
great productiveness of this crop, under the 
best culture, that few, if any olUrs, can *qua1 
it in valud. Tie soils best suited to Urn cul- 
tore, of carrots, are deep rich loams, and rich 
reclaimed bogs. Good tandy loams will also 
produce abundantly. Light, sandy soils will 
yield good crops, if well manured ct,d thor- 
oughly pulverized ; in short, zny seil sufu- 
ciently rich, and Ibat can be cultivated to the 
depth of ten or twelve inches, will brin^ ex- 
cellenl crops. The soil most be thoroughly 
pulverized to a considerablo d^pili^-uot °less 
Ihio ten inches will answer, at any rale. All 
we'eds, roots, and stones, should be raked off.
